timidate the referee to a 
stage where he leans 
towards the militant 
team, for the sake of his 
safety. 

If an incident occurs 
‘on the field and the sup- 
porters run on it is im- 
mediately obvious from 
which club they come. 

The referee should 
immediately abandon 
the game and award the 
points to the non- 
offending club. 

You find that the of- 
fending clubs are in- 
volved in riots on 
numerous ‘occasions 
during the football year. 

When is the Federation 
going to act? 


Firstly, the club 
should be fined at least 
$2,000. 


Secondly, they should 
lose their points from 
the competition. 

If they are a sponsored 
team their. sponsor 
should be informed of 
their behaviour. 

And the local council 
should be informed of 
the way their lessees 
behave. 

The Federation doesn’t

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Are guest players good for Australian soccer? 
This was the broad question ! was asked by 
David Fordham on Channel O's program last 
Friday, 

We discussed the subject briefly and ‘perhaps 
not terribly lucidly: TV is not always the best 
medium for long dissertations. 

So let me go into the subject in greater detail. 


This — like the question of importing players — 
has been a contentious issue in our soccer for 
many years, usually approached emotionally and 
rarely rationally, 

On the one hand, we do have to import players 
— guests or permanents — because our produc- 
tion levels are insufficient; on the other hand, 
through these imports, we almost make certain 
that the local product won't improve markedly. 

So it's a vicious circle: the classic Catch 22. 


My view is that the ASF is dutybound to protect 
the interests of Australian soccer and to do that, 
they have to do more than just run the household 
chores, 

Sure, they do have a regulation which limits the 
number of temporary visa players per PSL club — 
but there is no rule which prevents a large number 
of players trom flooding into teams at other levels 
and grades. 

And whether they play for Heidelberg in the PSL 
or for Bankstown Sports in 6th division, they do 
take valuable places from locally produced 
Players, 

Being a migrant country, it’s hard to curtail the 
free movement of people to Australia. 

But the Australian soccer industry has the same 
right to protect its interests as the footwear, tex- 
tile or automobile industries have.

Senkalski, Storey and Howard Tredinnick. The rest 
are imports. 

Is this Australian soccer — or is it expatriate 
‘soccer played in Australia? 


if we did have such a levy system, clubs would 
bea trifle more cautious with their imports and 
wouldn't sustain the old practice of bringing out 
six players hoping that one will make the grade. 

From the levies, a very tidy sum could be gained 
by the ASF — possibly $20,000 a year or more — 
which could go towards establishing a permanent, 
year-round coaching college. 

Let the clubs which don’t produce enough local 
talent pay, through their import levy, for 
somebody else to do the job for them. 

At present, we have no permanent facilities for 
the formal education of coaches. 

Holland has one at Zeist, Germany at Cologne, 
Italy at Rome, Hungary at Budapest and most 
other countries also have similar establishments 
where it takes from one year to five (Zeist) to gain 
various coaching degrees. 

Australia has nothing like that at all: here it’s 
possible to attend a five-day evening seminar and 
geta preliminary badge. 

The result is that too many of our so called 
coaches are totally unqualified, ill-prepared and 
incompetent. 

And the future of our youth — and our own soc- 
cer future — is in their hands. A frightening 
prospect. 


This is what | see to be a major challenge for the 
ASF, not trivial little localissues on which they 
waste so much time and energy. 

We spend a fortune on marketing our product, 
namely soccer — but don’t seem to give two 
hoots about improving the quality of that. product. 

if the successive ASF administrations have let 
us down, it wasn’t because they hired Rudi 
Gutendort or any other such decision — it was 
their total failure to grasp the needs for the 
development of the game in this country. 


Without such measures, we will be arguing 
about the same problems of Australian soccer in 
10 and 20 years time — as we were doing 20 years 
ago, too.

Zein, 
from Canterbury. 

The other apolagy concerns our whimsical 
suggestion about a “Yugoslav” team composed of 
players who or whose forebears hail from that 
country.

What we meant was Croatians, Serbs, 
Makedonians, Hercegovians, Bosnians, Mon- 
tenegrians, Albanians, Turks, Hungarians, 
Slovenians, Dalmatians and others who hail froma 
region now occupied by a country whose name we 
dare not print here because, according to one 
angry caller, it doesn't exist...
